T h o u sa nd s o f Ang ry W o rkm en P ro test 
A g a inst M a ssa cre. 
St l v ■ rs'mrg. May 3.— Armed peace

following Mon­ 
day's savage celebration of May day. 
W arsaw, Sosnov.ce, i» uz, Kai.tz and 
other industrial centers had no repeti­ 
tion *>f Monday's rioting and bloodshed 
but order was m aintained oniy by the 
strong hand of m ilitary force, which 
Monday's occurrenc* s showed could be 
reientlesiily employed.

Crowds, Fire on Assailant«*— Union- 


Sm ashers Organization 
Encounters 


Unexpected Obstacles in Its Task. 


Ch icago, May 3.—Th e death of one 
man and th e injury of scores of oth ers 
was th e immediate result of th e ligh t­ 
ing between 
th e 
striking team sters 
and th eir sympath izers on th e one side 
and th e police and th e non-union men 
on th e oth er in Ch icago. 
Th ere were 
riots in a 1 parts of th e ei.y. 
Men 
were clubbed and stoned almost to 
death with in a square of police h ead­ 
quarters and five miles away men 
were sh ot down in th e streets. 
At a h undred places between th ese 
two extremes of distance th ere were 
assaults and ligh ts 
in 
th e 
streets 
Blood was sh ed in State street in tru 
h eart of th e fash ionable sh opping dis 
trict and furious riots took place al­ 
most, in th e doorways of th e leading 
h otels. 
Non-union men were pelted 
with stones, bricks and every oilier 
conceivable sort of 
missiles. 
Th ey 
were 
dragged 
from 
th eir 
wag ms, 
beaten, clubbed and stamped upon. 
Th e mobs th at followed th e wagons 
wh ich th ey rode were ugly in th e ex­ 
treme, and but for th e splendid Ser 
vice rendered by th e police th e list of 
dead would be 20 instead of one. 
In return th e non-union men, al­ 
th ough 
h opelessly 
outnumbered 
in 
every 
struggle, 
fough t 
desperately. 
In several instances th ey drew th eir 
revolvers and emptied th em into th e 
crowd« 
th at 
pressed 
around 
th eir 
wagons, pelting th em with stones and 
th reatening th eir lives. 
Th e colored 
drivers 
especially 
were quick with 
th eir weapons. 
Large numbers of th e 
non-union drivers carried h eavy clubs 
and th ey swung th em with terrific ef­ 
fect th rough out th e day. 
As far as 
can be ascertained th e list of Inured

but it is far sh ort of being accurate. 
Many men wh o were in th e mobs th at 
attacked th e wagons went down be­ 
fore th e clubs of th e police and of th e 
wagon guards, but th ey were carried 
away by th eir friends and th ere is no 
ch anoe of learning th eir names or of 
even guessing at th eir number.

and People Are Unable to Notify 


Neighboring Towns— Posses Beating 


W oods in Search of Fugitives. 


Oneon’i. X. Y., May 3.— A band of 
m ask ed robbers rode into the village 
of Gilbertsville. about IS m iles from 
here, at 3 o’clock in the m orning, blew 
open the m odern and supposedly bur­ 
glar proof safe in the private bank of 
E. C. Brewer, and made their escape 
with booty estim ated at betw een $5.- 
000 and $ id, 000. 
W hen 
the startled villagers 
were 
aw ak ened by the explosion and had 
been halted by the pistol fire from the 
re treating bandits, they found tha t the 
robbers had completely isolated Gil­ 
bertsville from the outside world by 
cutting all the telegraph and telephone 
wires. 
W hen the village folk s finally 
started in pursuit, the robbers had 
gained a lead which could not be over­ 
come. 
Parties are searching the woods in 
every direction in the hope that the 
robbers have sought shelter in the 
thick ets and will seek to leave the vi­ 
cinity of their daring exp’oit under 
cover of dark ness. 
Several 
team s 
which had been stolen from various 
barns and used by the robbers in their 
approach to the village and their sub­ 
sequent flight, were found abandoned. 
Day light found 
the bandits not far 
from Gilbertsville and it is believed 
they then left the highway and went 
into the woods afoot. 
The bold a t­ 
tack rivals in the details of its through­ 
ness. its daring and its success the ex 
ploits of the m ost notorious bandits 
of the w estern country . 
It is believed there were five men in 
the band. T hat all were heavily armed 
was shown by the frequency of their 
fire when the villagers arrived near 
the bank . 
T he men first pried open 
the front door of the bank . 
Not a 
light glim m ered in the village and they 
evidently set about their work leisure­ 
ly . 
Two holes were drilled into the 
heavy steel doors of the safe and into 
these the explosive/ believed to have 
been 
nitro gly cerine. 
was inserted. 
The explosion which followed wreck ed 
the safe and shattered every window 
in the building. 
T he robbers hastily gathered up all 
the money exposed by the explosion 
and started on a run just as the first 
of the aw ak ened villagers reached the 
scene. 
O ther residents quick ly came 
up but in the m eantim e the invaders 
were m ak ing good their escape, firing 
as they went. 
P ostm aster Root and C. P. Root, 
his brother, sta rte d for Mount Upton, 
the nearest railroad station, six miles 
aw ay and from there notified all the 
neighboring towns. 
They had gone 
but half a mile when they c am e upon 
a team hitched to a telegraph pole. 
F urthe r a ’ong they came upon a sur­ 
rey . 
An axle of t he vehicle was brok 
en and a short distance away w as the 
horse. 
It is believed that after this vehicle 
failetl them the robbers m ade their 
way into the woods, as no further 
trace of them could be found. 
Poshes 
w ere organized but their efforts to 
locate the men have so far proved 
futile.
